( which was a Black Conical Stone, iind fignifies in 
the Phenician Language the Formin;' God} was in- 
tended by the Emefeni to reprefent the Sun, That 
gave occafion to the Miftaken Name of He/iogaba- 
lus, the former Part of which is deviv'd from the 
Sun in Greek. | | 
The. Different Characters of Elagrabalus and 
lexancer ( who were Sifter’s Children) fufficiently 
difplay the wonderful imfluence of Jiducation and 
Example. Soemias, Mother to Elajrabalus, was a 
Woman of fo Infamousa Character., that her Mo- 
ther Mc/a no ways injur'd ber («ven fuppofing, 
that (ie were not Guilty in that Particular ) when 
fhe Pretended to the Soldiers that /t/lagabaius was 
Caracallas Baftard. And, as we have reafon to 
believe, that the Daughter was confenting to the 
~ Marter, fo it appears from thence, that fhe was 
willing, that her Reputation fhou’d) be Eternally 
Blafted, rather than not Promote her Son’s Ad- 
vancement to the Empire. And indeed the Life of 
' Elagabaius was one continued Scene of {uch extra- 
vagant Debauchery, that, who fo Proper as Cara- 
calla for his Father, who fo Proper its So.eméias for 
Mother? But Mamea, Alexander's Mother, 
was a Lady of the moft Accomplifh'] Vertue. She 
Preferv'd her telf Untainted amidft all the Delica- 
ciesof a Luxurious Court, and the Vicious Exam- 
ples, with which fhe was furrounded, were no o- 
ther than fo many Foi!sto her fhinings Excellencies. 
Nor was fhe lefs careful of her Son vhan of her {elr, 
whom fhe Form’d after the Model of the ftricteft 
Vertue, both of Precept and Example. And there- 
fore it is the lefs to be wondred (tho yet ir is a 
Subject of wonder and admiration) that Alexander 
prov'd the Moft Excellent of all the Fleathen Empe- 
rors of Rome, even not excepting either of the An- 
tonines ; that all the fcattterd Vertues of his Moft 
Eminent Predeceffors (nay, and we may add 
thofe of his Succeffors too) feem’d to have been 
~Concenrer’d in this Admirable Prince. Yea, He 


was coo well accomplifh’d for the times he liv’d 


in ; too well with regard to his own Security, 
fince the Exemplary ftrictnefs of his Uncommon 
Vertue prov'd the Unformnate occafion of bis Un. 
timely Death. But 


Sic, fic Fuvat ire fub Umbras. 
Alexander was a Prince of wonderful Abilities, 
and as to the Univerfaliry of his Learning he was 
Inferior to none of his Predeceffors, excepting A- 
drian. But, tho’ we be willing to except Adrian, 
yer we beg leave to obferve withal, that Alexander 
never exceeded the Age of 29, whereas Adrian 


was 40 Years old, when he arriv’d at the Imperi- 


al Throne, on which he {at above 20 Years. But 
what was moft admirable in Alexander, a Maturi- 
ty of Judgment, and the Profound Penetration of 
an Able and Experienc’d Srarefman were the Grace. 
ful Ornaments of his Blooming Years. As his 
Sincerity was fuch, that he (cornd to impofe upon 
another, fo fuch was his Sagacity, that he cou’d 
not be impos’d upon himfelf. But the Profonnd- 
nels of his Judgment was Accompanied with fuch 
an Equal Share of Modefty, that he never ven- 
turd on any Action of [mportance without the 
Joynt Confultation of his Wifeft Counfellors, in 
the choice of which he abundantly teftified his Dif 
cerning Skill. Such was his regard to thar Pre- 
cept of the Poet's, Difcite Moniri, or 
rather to our Bleffed Lord's Prefcriprion concerning 
doing, as we woud be done by (which he order'd 
to be Infcrib’'d in Letters of Gold upon his Palace. 


upon his Courts of Judicature, and ather Publick 
Buildings ) {uch was bis regard co that Gulden pre. 
(cription of our Lord's ¢ whom he wonderfully aq, 
mird as a Judicious Lawgiver, however he refus'd 
to admit him tor hs Saviour ) thar he took all 
imapindble Care to miakeig the Conftant Rule 
not only of his Own but alio of his Subjects Ai. 
ons. And indeed nv Violation of thar Precept, of 
which he was fo fon!, was ever attended with 
Impunity in his greateft Favorites Bat not tg 
Particularize bis numerous Endowments, we {hall 
only add, that, whoever reads his Life, cannot 
chufe but be concern‘d, that the Heathens thon'd 
have had the Honor to make this their Glory, that 
Alexander was Theirs: hat che Chrift:ans cou'd 
not fay of Him, as they are believ’d to have 
been able to have faid cf his Pious Mother, coud 
not lay, He's Ou's. 

Q, Wren Regen Tribunes of the People ? 

A, Thar Sacro-fané& Office ( as ic was call'd ) 
Commenc'd at Rome about the Year of the City 
261, and abour 16 Years afcer the Expuifion of 
Tarquin, For when the Commons feparared from 
the Patr.cians upon a Complaint ot Grievances, 
Menensus Agrippa ( who was an excellent Orator 
for thote Eariy Times, while Rome was as yet but 
Barbareus ) ftrangely wrought upon the Exafpe- 
rated Minds of the Enrag’d Multitude, and had 
brought then Home withour any other Terms 
than a General Proimife of Redreis, ull Lucius Fy. 
mins (a Turbulent Plebeian, and one of the Prin. 
cipal Authors of the Revolt ) pe:fuaded them to 
Demand, that there fhou’d be Publick Officers 


chofen our of their own Body, as Guardians and 


P. otectors of the Commons, under the Title of Tri 
bunesof the People. They were call'’d Tribunes 
from the Latin word Tribus, a Trite ; becaufe 
they were Elected by the Tribes, which kind of 
Elections were call’d Comstia Tribwuta. Their Pow. 


-ercou'd not chuie but be exceeding Great, fince 


they enjoy d the High Prerogative of a Negative 
Vote in the Decrees of the Scnate, They af- 
lerwards gave great Difturbance to the State, and 
had lik’d to have overcurn’d the Government ‘1 the 
two Gracchi, Tiberivs and Cars.

Son to Sophronijcus a Mafonjand Phrenareta a Midwiéte.He 
Flourif'd about the Year of the Worid 3526, about the 
8th. Olympiad, about the 329th. Year of Rome, and 
a little before the Finifhing ot the Second Tempic by 
the Fews, reftor’d from their 7o Years Captivity 1n Ba- 
bylon, He was Contemporary with abundance OF great 
Men, Eminent in theii%capacities. Namely, with Niczas, 
Alcibiades, Lyfander, Thrafybulus, Cornelizs Cof]us, and Fu- 
Tins Camilius, Generals ot Renown. With ries and 
Thucydides , iftorians. With Sophecles and Euripides, 
Tragedians. Wath Exfolis and Ariffophanes, Comedians. 
ith Metca,the Aftronomer and Phidias, that admirable 
Carver. With ThefJalvs and Polybus, Phyficians. With 
Pericles, the Orator and Tocrates, the Rhetorician. 
ith Haggai, Zachariah and Malachi, Fewifh Prophets. 
With Melijus, Vrotagoras and Cebes, Philosophers. Not 
tO mention his own Matlers, or ot his own Dilct- 
Ples, as made no final! figure in the World before His 
Cath, 


Socrates, was Fellow-Pup'} with Euripides under 


agoras. He was alfo an Auditor ot Damon, alterwaids 


Of Archelavs, who took wondertul delight in him. = But 
Whatever improvements he might make in Natural Phi- 
Olophy under the Tuition ot his Mafter Archelaus, yet 
atterwards he had no Extraordinary Eftcem for thae 
Science, as little conducing (in his Opinion) to the 
Weltare and of Human Lite. And therefore 
laduftrioufly applied himfelt to the Study ot 
Orality, in which he made fuck admirable advances as 


to obtain that unrival’d Charatter from the Oracle; 
dravray Swxvatns coveratos. Socrates is the 
Wifest of Men. And fuch was his Uncommon Modetty 
(a Modefty equal to his Wildom, as well as the Natural 
Product and conkquence of it) that he was ftrangely 
Surpriz’d at fo unexpected a Charaéter, and replied in a 
becoming manner, thar it he any ways deferv’d it, it 
coud de for no other reafon than becaufe he had {0 much 
Knowledg as to Know, that he Knew nothing, But an 
Humble, a Modelt Socrates, is fo Rare a thing, fo ready 
are the moft to give the Preference to themilelves, that 
we need not wonder, if fo Diftinguifhing Charaéter, 
pronaune'd by the very Pythian Oracle, drew fucha Load 
of Envy upon the Perion fo Remarkably Diftinguifh’d, 
as had no imall Influence on his Untimely End. 

We cannot but admire his Unutual Temperance, as 
olten as we confider, that that Sentence of His was no 
pretended Boalt, but a lively Pourtraiture ot his con- 
fiant Praftice: Others Live, tharthey may Eat; but Socra. 
tes Bats that hemay Live. Andtofhew, that his Tempe. 
rance extended beyond his Diet, he frequently repeated 
thote Favorite lamhicks ; 


The Gilded Kobe Becomes the Pomtous Stige ; 
Bur utherwije is ufelefs the Age. 
the Purple Veft iy Fit for Tragic Strife ; 
But nor Concerns the Ends of Human Lije. 


And as toan Univerfal Moderation, to a Temperance _ 


in all things, this was one of his memorable Sayings, 
namely, that we make the Nearer approaches to rhe Im- 
Inortal Gods, the tewer be the things we ftand in need 
of. | 
‘His Continence was as remarkable as his Temperance: 
Tho’ indeed Conanence 1s no other than one of the Sree 


ccs or Branches of temperance, it Temperance be taken 


in it’s larger import. $o tar was this Chaft Man from 
coiuiplying with the Exorbitant demands ot a Famous 
Curuzen, that he modeftly cried out, J wik not Buy Re- 
fentance at jo Dear a i’vice. Whee by the Word Repen- 
Jace he inciumates, that he wou dfhave purchas’d 
the Favour at che Eafieft Rate. 

SO wondertul was his Patience (a Virtue extreamly 
Neceflary to film, who had to deal with fo Provoking 


Confort) that not Zantippe er felt (for thar was the 


iaine of his biift Wife) not the repeated Thunder of her 


Incetlane ‘longue cou’d move his Unirritable Choler, | 


cou d ruffle the Serene Tranquility of his Unfhaken Mind. 
Nay, wharever reproaches he met with in an Envious 
World (ard many, very many were thole reproaches) he 
bore them all, nor with a Stotcal Apathy, with an In- 


Aentible. Stupidity, buc wich a Manly Unconcernednefs, 


with an Heroick Bravery. He knew, that worthy Per- 
lons wou’d not Reproach him,but Revere him (as indeed 
they did) and he was a betrer Philojopher than to fuffer 
the Unworthy co parcake of his regard. And therefore, 
Wheu reprov’d by a Friend tor putting up an Affione 
then paft upon him, he mildly askd his reprover, whe- 
ther if an Ais fhouw’d Kick him, he wou’d Indi¢t the 
Eeaft. 

So far w2s Socrates above the infinuating allurement of 
Popular App'aufy, that when a Prize ot Valor was in- 
tended to be Decrced to Young Alcibiades, by reaion of 
his Quality, tho’ due to himtelf, He was the Firft that 
commended the D-fign, and Pleaded to Powerfully in 
behalf of the Decree,that Alcibiades wasCrown’d uponit.

hie charming. his V Victorious Matter, Ard Socrates was 
anxioufly Sollicitous, that fo Beautiful a Shrine might nor 
be Difparag’d by an unfuitable Inhabitant, might not 
bear rctemblance to a Painte Sepuchte, Het thoug 
it Piry, that any thing, Of lels value than.a Jewel fhou’d 
he lode d within the lovely inclolure of to agreabie a 
Cabinet. It was one of his excelent fayings, thar (3 fe, 
who was bleft with a Beautiful Body, fhoud Culuvate 
his Mind, Jeft the one fhou’d reproach the other. That 
"He, ve ho was unhappily Detormd, fhow’d do the fime, 
tn order to Cover his Deformity... It was the objett ot 
his Wo: ider, that Men fhouwd be Indullrioufly Curtous 
in framing Statues after the fimilitude of their own 
Species, and yet at the time be fo ftrangely Carelels, as 
to fuffer themielves to Relemble Statues. For the Man, 
whofe Soul is untraught with Virtue, Is no better char a 
Breathing Starue.

He was aPerfon of True, Philolophic Courage, and 
fignalivd, on feveral occations, both his Valor and Con- 
duct. But never was his Lludaunted Bravery more emi- 
nently conlpicuous, than between his Condemnation and 
Execution» When word was brought nim, that the Judges 
had Decreed his Death, he Unconcernedly replied. and fo 
has Nature Theirs.
